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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The gatekeepers/agents as shown in figure 3 
are partly responsible for call set up between mobile devices. Agrawal teaches in the abstract that the agents negotiate call set up 
between a mobile device and a destination device. Agrawal also teaches that a mobile terminal "requests" SETUP and the actual call 
SETUP can't be granted until permission is given by the gatekeepers/agents (col. 6, lines 14-44, col. 8, lines 14-50). Therefore, it is still 
believed that the agents functions taught in Agrawal are part of setting up a call. As far as maintaining call state information for a mobile 
station, that limitation is being read on the "new" and "old" gatekeepers interacting with each other during a handoff since it is known that 
in intra-handoff the mobile is able to communicate simultaneously with both gatekeepers to maintain connectivity. 
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
